Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
The title of the application has been changed from "Method and Apparatus for Holding 
and Positioning a Pipe During the Installation Thereof to -Apparatus for Holding and 
Positioning a Pipe During Installation-. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for the allowance of the claims in this application are the limitations of an 
apparatus for enabling an elongated pipe to be installed below a ceiling using a single 
installer, the apparatus comprising a first jaw, a fastener, an extension device 
connecting the jaw to the fastener, a second jaw, a connection member, first ends of 
each jaw connected to the connection member, the first jaw being bifurcated and 
including a pair of curved elements forming a gap, the second end of the second jaw 
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received in the gap, a plurality of holes, and two aligned holes removably receiving a pin 
whereby the jaws may be fixed with a predetermined circumference corresponding to 
the circumference of a particular pipe, now included in independent claim 1 and in 
combination with the other elements recited in the claim, which Is not found in the prior 
art of record.
